Made some more progress on the Morse output Real 
Time Clock gaget last night. My "one chip" 
solution was drawing too much current for battery 
operation - about 1 ma, so had to work on reducing 
that to a more reasonable level. 


Ended up having to resort to an external time 
base. A 4060 osc/divider and an additional 4013 
dual D flip-flop operating at 2.5 volts only draws 
about 50 uA. This "wakes up" an Atiny15 MPU once a 
second to count time. Since the MPU is spending 
most of it's time asleep, it only adds another 50

uA, for a total of 100 uA. Current goes up to just 
under 2 ma when it's sounding the time into a pizo 
speaker. The average current is now small enough 
to expect a reasonable life out of a couple of 
"AAA" ox a lithium coin cell battery. 


Using the external time base has some additional 
benifits. It allows using a MPU with internal 
clock and frees up I/O ports. It's now practical 
to add a keyer function back into the program. 
This means you can set the Morse speed to any 
thing you like (well, between 10 and 40 wpm) and 
have a basic, but functional, keyer built into it 
as well. Not that any of you need "Yet Another 
Keyer"- but it's there if you want it. We can now 
also set the time by keying in the numbers. 


The only down side is it uses two additional 
chips, but if we build it with SMT parts, it will 
be pretty small. Looks like 1.0" x 1.5" would do 
it. 


Okay, now that the basic clock is working, time to 
start adding features. Having it sound the time 
once an hour is easy to do. I may add an alarm 
function too, possibly with it sounding a message 
you store :-) And of course, the all important 
time setting function. 


A few of you have already said you'd buy this 
clock, but it would be nice to hear from some more 
of you, so that I know it is something worth 
investing in 100 kits of. Not sure of price of a 
kit yet, but should be $15 or less.

"Hi Caitlyn, you can pack that radio so your move will not hurt it. Find a 
box the radio will fit into and then put it and a lot of popcorn into this 
box." 


With all due respect, this is NOT a winner....! 


As someone who has shipped and received many dozens of heavy boatanchor 
and otherwise radios, packing popcorn is not the way to go. After about the 


first few thuds and drops, the popcorn/peanuts will compress, leaving what 
you DONT want inside your box...empty space for your radio to accelerate 
then slam to a stop. 


A trip to Lowes will yield 4x8 sheets of blue foam board which is what you 
DO want.It's cheap, able to be cut to size and is strong. Pack your rig 
inside the inner box (take the load off the knob shafts by poking holes 
with a knife where the controls protrude) so that it's immobile...seal 
inner box shut, then repeat 

with the foam supporting the inner box. 


It'll make it there fine. I've received 75 lb receivers packed this way, with 
zero damage. Make sure there's 4-5" of crush space between outer box and 
inner, and you'll have no worries....

I think that from a systems viewpoint, it is much simpler to control what 
you hear in your headphones by equalization of the receiver output than to 
try to accomplish the same thing by working with the acoustic properties of 
the phones themselves. 


I have no problem with wide-range phones since I run all my receive audio 
through an outboard mixer/EQ which allows me to tailor the headphone sound 
to suit conditions. 


To me, the most important aspect of headphones is *comfort*. They must fit 
well, be comfortable for hours on end, and in my case - a matter of personal 
taste - they should block outside sound as much as possible. IF they do 
those things, I can make them sound any way I want them to with a couple of 
knob adjustments. 


FWIW, I have used the original Heil ProSet for several years now and find 
that it meets the requirements stated above. I have also used the AKG 
pro-audio 245 Monitor set and found it to be very good as well. 


I cut my ham teeth in the 40's on war-surplus aircraft headsets - still have 
one in fact - that were great for CW with a limited frequency range, etc. - 
but they were heavy, hot and very uncomfortable after an hour or so.

The mailman brought me a box from "back east" today and inside was a 
DSW-II-20 kit! Of course I just HAD to open it up as soon as I got it! 
After looking at the instructions, I have come to the conclusion that the 
DSW-II-xx series is going to be another feather in Dave's cap! To start 
with, it looks about as easy to build than the classic SW-xx+ series of rigs 
- so now the "first time" builder will have a choice between the SW-xx+ and 
the DSW-II-xx rigs. The DDS section is "pre-built" for you - the DDS chip 
the 5 small SMT components that are one the board it would be VERY difficult 
for the average builder to put the DDS chip and get it soldered down - if 
you had the right equipment and some experience, you could probably get the 


other SMT components soldered down, there are four 0805 chips and one 1206 
chip. There are 3 SMT inductors that should be no problem to be installed - 
they are BIG ones (as far as SMT stuff is concerned) and the instructions 
tell you how to do it. Everything else is pretty straight forward and the 
instructions are very clear and concise. Dave gives a link to a .pdf 
document on his website that has a 13 page suppliment to the instructions 
provided with the kit. I downloaded these at work tonite and they are 
fantastic. The first 6 pages are the "basics" of kit building and the rest 
of the document is the theory of operation and troubleshooting. Between the 
supplied instruction manual and the downloadable supplement, everything that 
you need to know is right there. 

Tuneup looks like it is going to be VERY easy - adjust a xformer can for 
max RX signal and then set the BFO frequency - Dave outlines two ways to do 
this - one by "ear" and one using either Spectrogram or DigiPan. 

I will start builiding this puppy up when I get home in the morning, so 
after I get it done in the next couple of days, I will post what my 
impressions were of that phase!

Bob& Gang, 

I built a PAC 12 a little different from the usual ! My base mast is 
made from a sectional 3/8" aluminum gun cleaning rod that is made for 
muzzleloaders. It's 4 sections each 12" long that screw together to make 
a 4' base mast. On the top, it has 5/16" female fine threads, and this 
is where I mount the loading coil. On the bottom end, I treaded it with 
3/8" X 24 thread so that it would screw into a standard antenna mount. I 
also made a spiked ground mount by welding a steel spike to a piece of 
flat steel stock that is 1.5" X 1/8" X 6". The flat bar has a hole in it 
in which I mounted a feedthru antenna mount - the type with an SO-239 on 
the bottom and a 3/8" X 24 thread socket on top for the antenna. You 
just push the spike into the ground, screw the antenna together, then 
scew it into the mount, attach the coax and youre ready to tune it up ! 
My coil is made from a piece of B&W coil stock (don't know the number) 
that fits perfectly around a 1.5" pvc pipe cap. I made a support for the 
coil by gluing 2 1.5" pvc caps on a section of pipe the right length 
for the coil, the bottom cap has a 5/16" bolt an nut through it to screw 
into the base mast and the bottom of the coil is attached to this bolt. 
The top cap has a brass pipe fitting for the Radio Shack telescopic whip 


to screw into, and I soldered the matching fitting to the telescopic 
whip. To the bottom of the coil, I attached a wire lead with a small 
aligator clip on it to sellect different points on the coil for different 
bands. I can work 15 thru 40 meters with this coil, and I made an 
adapter for the telescopic to screw directly into the base mast to work 
the higher bands with. You just connect the 2 sections of antenna 
together and adjust the telescopic whip for 12, 10 & 6 meters. I also 
have a dedicated 40 meter coil for when I am operating my SW-40+ 
monobander in the field and a plastic guy ring to place at the bottom of 
the coils if the wind starts to kick up. To guy the antenna, I just use 
some nylon string and 20 penny nails for ground stakes. The whole 
antenna is slightly more than 10.5' high when fully assembled and works 
quite well for one that will break down and fit in a brief case !

Bob Rick and all, 

I am glad to see all of the experimentation based on my antenna design. 
The antenna was intended as an experimenters platform and it is great 
to see how people have modified the basic design to fit their needs. 


Also,thanks to everyone who has sent me feedback on the PAC 12 construction. 


Modifying the coil parameters may require a bit of effort but it is 
certainly worth it in terms of improving efficency. If you go to larger 
pvc, as a start, just start the specified number and reduce a turn at at 
time until you achieve resonance. You can go to 3/4" or 1" pve risers 
and scale down the number of turns. Exact number of turns will depend on 
the OD of the form, wire diameter and spacing (usually set by wire 
insulation). 


I also have an article in the latest NJQRP Homebrewer on the construction 
of a slinky coil for the PAC 12. It is simple to build and can be built 
to work on 40M and up. Just uses a longer PVC form, a metal slinky 

and a clip lead as a tap. 


Future PAC-12 articles will appear first in the AmQRP journal 
and eventually will be available via a website. 


I am on this list and am always happy to answer questions regarding 
PAC 12 construction.

Bob& Gang, 

I built a PAC 12 a little different from the usual ! My base mast is 
made from a sectional 3/8" aluminum gun cleaning rod that is made for 
muzzleloaders. It's 4 sections each 12" long that screw together to make 
a 4' base mast. On the top, it has 5/16" female fine threads, and this 
is where I mount the loading coil. On the bottom end, I treaded it with 
3/8" X 24 thread so that it would screw into a standard antenna mount. I 
also made a spiked ground mount by welding a steel spike to a piece of 
flat steel stock that is 1.5" X 1/8" X 6". The flat bar has a hole in it 
in which I mounted a feedthru antenna mount - the type with an SO-239 on 
the bottom and a 3/8" X 24 thread socket on top for the antenna. You 
just push the spike into the ground, screw the antenna together, then 
scew it into the mount, attach the coax and youre ready to tune it up ! 
My coil is made from a piece of B&W coil stock (don't know the number) 
that fits perfectly around a 1.5" pvc pipe cap. I made a support for the 
coil by gluing 2 1.5" pvc caps on a section of pipe the right length 
for the coil, the bottom cap has a 5/16" bolt an nut through it to screw 
into the base mast and the bottom of the coil is attached to this bolt. 
The top cap has a brass pipe fitting for the Radio Shack telescopic whip

to screw into, and I soldered the matching fitting to the telescopic 
whip. To the bottom of the coil, I attached a wire lead with a small 
aligator clip on it to sellect different points on the coil for different 
bands. I can work 15 thru 40 meters with this coil, and I made an 
adapter for the telescopic to screw directly into the base mast to work 
the higher bands with. You just connect the 2 sections of antenna 
together and adjust the telescopic whip for 12, 10 & 6 meters. I also 
have a dedicated 40 meter coil for when I am operating my SW-40+ 
monobander in the field and a plastic guy ring to place at the bottom of 
the coils if the wind starts to kick up. To guy the antenna, I just use 
some nylon string and 20 penny nails for ground stakes. The whole 
antenna is slightly more than 10.5' high when fully assembled and works 
quite well for one that will break down and fit in a brief case !
